TJiPrp'o a standing ((nK p'o^uid the ''*>pnrt 
ment of agriculture that in revhed wtien- 
ever anyone starts^lo writ" a story about bud 
drought conditions. It Is: "I bopn this p|pt:e 
gets printed before It rains." 

This Is simple recognition of the well- 
known unpredictability of the weather and 
the way it has of making liars nut of prophets. 

The present dry spells in New England 
and from the Carollnas to Arkansa-s and Mis- 
souri, with a billlon-dnllar rrop dnmnEe al- 
ready reported were, however, more or less 
expected. As a matter of fact, they wero over- 
due. 

For U, S. weather, from the farmers' stand- 
point, has been exccptlonnlly good during 
the past 12 years, In the absence of bad 
. drought 

There were the extremely dry years of 1034- 
36. which created the dustbowl and the great 
Oakle migration to California. But with the 
exception of a mUd dry apell in 1843 . rainfall 
— In— the-growliig ytitison nas oeen abundant 
In most areas ever since. 

This long §pell of good weather for the 
crops enabled the United States to grow 
Its record quantities of food all during the 
war. It also enabled the U. S. to supply relief 
for the drought and famlne-rldden areas of 
Europe, India and China In the postwar years. 

This good growing weather In the U. S. even 
had Its political consequences. It was the good 
weather and the bumper crop of 1948 — as 
much as the department of agriculture's 
grain storage policies — which swung the farm 
vote for Harry Truman that year. 

What the political effects of a continued 
bad drought would be on this year's election 
Is something to conjure with. The way the 
present administration Is rushing In aid to 
the stricken areas, It certainly won't have 
an adverse effect. 

On the other hand, government disaster 
loans to farmeca who can't get their local 
private banks to carry them over, will prob- 
ably bring Republican charges that the Demo- 
crats cashed In on the drought and tried to 
"buy" the farm vote. 

■When It comes to predicting whether this 
new>drought will 'be extended into another 
two or three-year cycle of drv wpather like 
1934-38, V. S. weather bureau d^clals throw 
up their hands and aay It can't be done. 

A lot of time, money and scientific research 
have been devoted to trying to prove the ex- 
istence of weather "cycles." But the U. S. 
department of agriculture yearbook for 1041, 
Which devoted 1,300 pages to discussing all 
phases of "Climate and Man," had to admit 
In the end, "All such short-term climactic 
changes are nothing more than matters of 
chance." 

Accurate weather observations go back only 
100 years. That Isn't enough time, from the 
scientists' viewpoint, to establish any pattern 
for weather behavior and accurate long- 
range forecasting. 

U. a. weather, moving from west to coat, is 
largely bom In the Pacific ocean. Accurate 
weather data from that area go back only 
about 10 years, covering the period of tran.i- 
Paclflc flying. Observations on North Pole 
weather, which somotlmos prc.iKures ll.i way 
down on the U. 8,. cover only the five years 
since Arctic flying and the Riisslnn tran.i- 
polar bombing scare have been taken .icr- 
lounly,
